—James R. "Jlimmy" Wedcll, 
34, survivor of many an air mis-.

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WHY MORE FARM LAND? 


M 


ORE than $65,000,000 will be spent by the federal govern- 


ment on new irrigation projects should recommendations of 


ihe interdepartmental committee to the president be carried out. 


How to reconcile this proposal \yith the government's crop- 


reduction program is a puzzling proposition. Why should ad- 
ditional farming land be opened up at a huge cost when that at 
present under cultivation is returning a far greater yield of crops 
than can be disposed of profitably by the growers? 


The mere fact that the recommendation has been made 


doesn't mean, of course, that it will be accepted by the presi- 
dent. 


It will be hard, to convince the public of the wisdom of 


such an undertaking. Several irrigation projects already are un- 
der way, and these would be carried forward along with the 
inauguration of others. 


Unless a much greater consumption demand than exists 


develops or unless new markets are found for farm products, 
'there appears to be little prospect of an early solution of the 
surplus problem. This would mean that farm relief, already 
constituting a heavy public expense, would have to -be con- 
tinued on an increasing scale. 


DISGUSTING "NEWSPAPER STUFF" 


A few days ago there was a boxing match in Madison Square Gar- 


den in New York for the world's championship. As a sporting event it 
attracted the usual wide interest and when the former title holder was 
put out in the llth round a new champion was accorded the honors which 
always come to the winners of any national or international athletic or 
sporting contest. 


It remained however for some of the so-called leading newspapers 


of the country to spread over their first pages the story of "The Life 
and.Loves of the Champion," with all the silly drivel about his play boy 
antics. 


Perhaps such stories appeal to readers of these particular news- 


papers but if they do one cannot help but feel that the country is full 
of morons—at least these newspaper publishers must take it for granted 
that the majority of the people belong to this class. 


A MEASURE WELL LOST 


That acts of ommission may be in the public interest is proven by 


the failure of congress to authorize the use of $650,000 in Public Works 
funds for building n, government furniture factory as part of the Sub- 
sistence Homestead Project at Reedsville, Wrst Virginia. As proposed 
by Mrs. Roosevelt, the factory would have manufactured equipment for 
tbe Post Office Department. 


Satire played a- part in the reluctance of congress to make this ap- 


propriation. It may be recalled that while it was under consideration 
W. M. Storey, a furniture manufacturer of Wirston-Salem, offered the 
government a 125-man factory; modern, complete and well equipped, 
already in operation, lor one-tenth of the amount of money proposed in 
the bill. Why not? A government-owned and operated factory might 
easily have put his own plant out of commission. 


The amount of federal funds at stake was comparatively small— 


as reckoned in these days—but the principle involved was vital. We 
need less, not more, of government in business, 


MATCHING THE TARIFF 


"In my district we have a match factory," says Representative Car- 


roll L. Beedy, of Maine, in giving a little practical tariff lesson. "It *s 
located In the little town of Dixfield and gives employment to a great 
many people. Little thinking that any such power would be vested in 
any one man as has been vested in the president by the new tariff law, 
the company enlarged its plant last year and gave employment to addi- 
tional men and women. Already this industry feels keenly the compe- 
tition from abroad. The last general tariff act is entirely inadequate to 
protect the American market against the cheap match imports from 
abroad. Last year, for example, one-half of the matches consumed in 
America came from abroad. The question now is: will the president de- 
cide that the American match industry is an Inefficient industry? Will 
he cut down the tariff rate on matches upon the theory that this will 
restore international trade? If so, the match factories of America must 
close. Tens of thousands will be out of work." 


And the same situation exists for many other Industries of the 


nation in this tariff regulating power granted to the president.

The intimation that the naval parley set for next year may have 


to be postponed because of the demands of Japan is less surprising than 
it would have been had the Japanese not been insisting so persistently 
on full equality with the Americans and British. 
The reason is plain 


enough—domination of the Pacific. These preliminary talks in London 
are intended to smooth out in advance some of the difficulties. But the 
Japanese ambassador at London appears to be unduly suspicious, and 
Mr. Davis, who represents the United States, has been trying to assure 
him that nothing has been said behind his back that he could not per- 
fectly well hear. 


The return of the American fleet to the Pacific is a. perfectly open 


disclosure ol the American attitude. Japan may build to the limit of her 
financial capacity, but the United States will never permit the Pacific 'to 
become a Japanese lake. Neither; for that matter, will Great Britain. 
She has Australia to consider, as well as vast Interests in China. That 
the British, as well as ourselves, should now wish to build up to full 
treaty strength is not surprising. 
There is no gesture of hospitality to 


Japan in this or any cause for disagreement between Great Britain and 
the United States. It Is the ambition of Japan that is dangerous.

A MEASURE WELL LOST 


That acts of ommission may be in the public interest is proven by 


the failure of congress to authorize the use of $650,000 in Public Works 
funds for building a government furniture factory as part of the Sub- 
sistence Homestead Project at Reedsville, West Virginia. 
As proposed 


by Mrs: Roosevelt, the factory would have manufactured equipment for 
th,e Post Office Department. 


Satire-played a part in the reluctance of congress to.make this ap- 


propriation. It-may be recalled .that while it was under consideration 
W. M. Storey, a- furniture manufacturer of Winston-Salem, offered the 
government a 125-man factory; modern, complete and well equipped 
already in operation, for one-tenth of the amount of money proposed in 
the bill. Why not? A government-owned and operated factory might 
easily have put his own plant out of commission. 


The amount of federal funds at stake was comparatively small— 


as reckoned'in these days—but the principle involved was vital. We 
need less, not more, of government in business. 


MATCHING THE TARIFF 


"In my .district we have a match factory," says Representative Car- 


roll L. Beedy, of Maine, in giving a little practical tariff lesson. "It 
located in the little town of Dixfield and gives employment to a greal 
many people. Little thinking that any such power would be vested in 
any one man as has been vested in the president by the new tariff law 
the company enlarged its plant last year and gave employment to addi- 
tional men and women. Already this industry feels keenly the compe- 
tition from abroad. The,last general tariff act is entirely inadequate to 
protect the American market against the cheap match Imports from 
abroad. Last year, for example, one-half of the matches consumed in 
America came from abroad. The question now is: will the president de- 
cide that the American match industry is an inefficient industry? 
he cut down the tariff rate on matches upon the theory that this will 
restore international trade? If so, the match factories of America must 
close. Tens of thousands will be out of -work." 


And the same situation .exists for many other industries of the 


nation in this tariff. regulating power granted to the president. 


JAPANESE AMBITION IS CAUSE 


The intimation that the naval parley set for next year may have 


to be postponed because of the demands of Japan is less surprising than 
It would have been had the Japanese not been insisting so persistently 
on full equality with the Americans and British. The reason is plain 
enough—domination of the Pacific. These preliminary talks in London 
are intended to smooth out In advance some of the difficulties. But the 
Japanese ambassador at London appears to be unduly suspicious, and 
Mr. Davis, who represents the Dnited States, has been trying to assure 
him that nothing has'been said behind his back that he could not per- 
fectly well hear.

disclosure of the American attitude. Japan may build to the limit of her 
financial capacity, but the United States will never permit the Pacific -to 
become e.

First Trouble 


The first call received was to the 


effect a tree had fallen on a line in 
.Court street here. A crew was sent 
there Immediately. Next came a call 
from the New Bedford-New Castle 
road. It said lights were out. The 
system operator was called to send 
a man to the nearest substation to 
close switches. Other calls came in 
from various spots,.usually with no 
more clue to the course of trouble 
than the brief statements "the lights 
arc out." The superintendent or the 
man in charge of the telephones had 
to secure all possible information.

A storm such as occurred usually 
damages equipment on the lines 
For instance the Friday storm burn- 
ed out two high tension transform- 
ers at the Cascade substation. As a 
result the line feeding from these 
transformers was thrown out of ser- 
vice until spares could be hastily 
cut in to provide temporary service 
until permanent repairs could be 
made at a more favorable tune. 
Three smaller distribution trans- 
formers were burned out at several 
locations and replaced with all pos- 
sible dispatch. Trees falling on the 
lines often damage the lines and 
poles and wires may be broken or 
poles shattered. In all cases speed 
and safety are of paramount im- 
portance for in spite of the neces- 
sity for quick restoration of service 
there must not be danger to human 
life where itjcari be possibly avoided.

Highways in all sections of the 
State were jammed with thousands 
of cars as motorists sought to es­ 
cape another week-end of torrid 
temperatures. 
Injury casualties ran well over a 
hundred, with dozens injured in the 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh area. 
Property damage will total thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
Two Women Killed 
The most serious crash in the 
state was near Linesville, where two 
persons were killed and two others 
critically injured when the car in 
which, police say, they were travel­ 
ing at high speed, 
blew 
a 
tire, 
crashed into a tree and burned 
Mrs. Sarah Pressey, 23, Linesville. 
and Mrs. H. J. Schrubb, Meadville, 
were killed in a crash two and a 
half miles east of Linesville as they 
returned from a dance. 
Kenneth 
Pressey, husband of the dead wom­ 
an, and Susan Reid, 35, Washington, 
D. C., were critically injured in the 
same accident, which was blamed 
by police on the blowing of a tire. 
The car crashed into a tree and 
burned. Merle Richman, 30, Lines­ 
ville, escaped serious injury in the 
smash. 
Only one death was reported in 
the Pittsburgh area. 
John Nigrel- 
lian, six, died in Allegheny General 
hospital after being struck by a car 
while playing near his home. 
Scores of persons were shaken up 
when a McKeesport trolley car col­ 
lided with a truck. No one was in­ 
jured, although the vehicles were 
badly damage. 
Many Are Injured 
In other crashes in the Pittsburgh 
area 12 victims were reported to 
have been treated at doctors’ offices 
and hospitals. 
Central 
Pennsylvania’s accident 
toll included one dead and half a 
dozen injured. 
The Rev. Jerome Tiskus of Maiz- 
ville, of the Philadelphia Roman 
Catholic archdiocese, was killed at 
Peckville, near Scranton, when he 
was struck while alighting from his 
automobile. The driver of the other 
car, John Hennemuth, Jr., of Arch­ 
bald, was unhurt. 
Three accidents in Harrisburg and 
vicinity brought injuries to half a 
dozen persons. 
Six Are Killed 
W ith highways clogged by motor­ 
ists seeking to escape the excessive 
heat, automobile accidents exacted a 


toll of six lives in the Philadelphia 
area over the week-end. Dozens of 
drivers, automobile passengers and 
pedestrians were injured, and some 
were pronounced dying in various 
hospitals. 
In the most spectacular crash of 
the week-end Harry Tatem, 35, of 
Burlington, N. C., lost his life when 
a carnival truck and trailer he was 
driving in the Germantown section 
ran out of control while going down 
a hill and plunged through 30 feet 
of fence. 
At W arrenton, Pa., a head-on col­ 
lision between two cars resulted in 
the death of Miss Ida Boyer, 22, of 
Quakertown. The driver of the au­ 
tomobile in which the girl was rid­ 
ing, John McGovern, 30, of Bethle- 
j hem, Pa., and another passenger, 
John Dreifert, 29, also of Bethle­ 
hem, were so seriously injured th at 
their recovery was in doubt today. 
Mrs. Miriam Harris, 33, of Glen- 
olden, was almost instantly killed 
when a truck crashed into the rear 
of the car in which she was riding 
on the DuPont highway with her 
husband, Lester W. Harris. 
Mrs. Anna Cheeseman, 25, of De­ 
lair, N. J., unwittingly walked across 
a grade crossing in her home city 
as a speeding Atlantic City express 
train approached. The train struck 
and killed her instantly. 
While walking across the roadway 
in Avalon, N. J., Harold Evans, 22, 
of New York, was struck and killed 
by an automobile which fled the 
scene of the accident. 
Miss Mildred Beidelman, 25, of 
Allentown, was fatally injured and 
burned 
when

road, crashed into a tree and burst

Say. That Trial By Jury Should 


Not Be Surrendered—Fail-

der a true verdict regardless of the 
cost to himself.

Specifically, astronomers have de- 
[ termined, 
Jupiter outweighs 
the 
earth 318 times. 
It is 95 times 
heavier ttian Saturn, 15 times heav­ 
ier than Uranus and 17 times heav­ 
ier than Neptune. 
Even the huge orb of Jupiter 
would tip the scales (if you can find 
scales large enough) two and one- 
half times as much as all the other 
planets put together. 
Although 
their 
materials 
are 
much less packed, the giant planets 
exceed the earth in bulk still more 
than they do in mass. Because they 
are more loosely packed than the 
earth is one reason why it has been 
concluded that they are hot. 
And, if the average man should 
be surprised over the enormity of 
Jupiter, the shock of realizing the 
size of the sun, in comparison to the 
earth, probably would floor him!
